68 A pair of small elegantly shaped jars, with flowers and birds, on clay coloured 

ground. 

69 Two jars of globular shape with covers — one of the latter faulty, ornamented 

with birds and fruit trees in blossom. 

70 A beautiful essence bottle with natural fruits and flowers &c. delicately 

pencilled, and enamelled on copper, and a dish in the form of a shell 
for perfumed waters, beautifully enamelled on ditto «■» 

71 A capital cistern or wine cooler, with indented edge, bird's-claw feet and 

ring shaped handles, the outside flowered, within are represented gold 
and testaceous fish. 

72 A pair of Hexagonal upright jars and covers, painted with domestic subjects, 

in delicate miniature and exquisitely pencilled — the gilding of the 
vases highly burnished. 

73 A capital bowl to hold four gallons, the outside flowered with gold upon a 

blue ground burnt in, and natural flowers, and birds in rich coloured 
enamel, in compartments.

81 A matchless pair of large jars and covers of the richest pattern, profusely 

covered with red and blue flowers on a gold ground, and embellished 
with representation of the Tortoise emerging from the Waters, and 
emblems of the other elements in compartments. — very perfect. 

82 A superb set of one jar and two beakers, similar with the preceding. 

83 An ewer of ancient blue and white, massive, and a ditto dish 
*84 Two large blue and white jars, only one cover.

in silver in bas-relief — from designs of Goltzius.

87 A nest of cups, comprised in an outer ditto, curiously carved, with glass 

shade to ditto.
